Replying to Mr. Asquith in the House 
of Commons yesterday, Mr. Bonar Law 
said that the Government was taking all 
possible precautions to. preserve the peace 
in Ulster on the 12th of July. 

The Leader of the House of Commons 
stated yesterday that the Irish railways 
had been informed that no discrimination 
against Government traffic could be justi- 
fied, and that about 200 men had been 
dismissed for refusing to handle Govern- 
ment trafic. 


The King and Quéen at Edinburgh yes- 
terday visited the Newington Hostel for 
blinded sailors and soldiers. At night 
Their Majesties gave a banquet at the 
Palace. 

General Dyer’s statement was issued as 
a White Paper yesterday. He contends 
that at Amritsar he was confronted, not 
with a riot, but with open rebellion. But 
for his action Europeans would have been 
wiped out. 

The Miners’ Federation at Leamington 


the Trade Union Congress for enforcing a 
“down tools”’ policy in the event of the 
Government refusing demands which have 
been put forward regarding Russia and 
Ireland. 

It was decided at the Miners’ Federa- 
tion at Leamington yesterday to refuse to 
operate the Mines Bill if it is passed into 
law. 

Owing to the state of the City of 
Vamsecick Mr. Justice Samuels and Mr. 
Justice Moore, the judges presiding at the 
Summer Assizes, were unable to procure 
suitable hotel accommodation, and were 
provided with sleeping quarters in the 
County Courthouse.

London Stock Markets opened cheer- 
fully and prices advanced, but towards 
the close the tone was easier. Money was 
wanted at 5 per cent., and discount rates 
tended forward. In Dublin the Stock 
Market had several strong features, in- 
cluding Dunlops and Sewing Cottons. 


The lrish Railways. 


We have asked more than once of late 
for some official clue to the future of the 
Irish railways. The Ministry of Transport 
issued a statement last night, and if it 
really means what it seems to mean, Irish 
railway shareholders and the Irish public 
generally will have geod cause for dismay. 
Everybody knows that since the State 
assumed control of all British railways 
at the beginning cf the war they have been 
run at an enormous loss. The Ministry's 
statement gives the official figures. From 
April 1st of this year the deficiency on 
the working of the. railways of the United 
Kingdom has heen at the rate of 
£54,500,000 per annum. This sum in- 
cludes the increased salaries and wages, 
to the amount of £4,400,000 a year, which 
came into force on the first day of the! 
present month. The deficiency on the 
Irish railways is estimated—or, rather, 
“ assumed '—-to be £2,200,000 per annum. 
Hitherto the loss has been met by the 
State, but the Government has decided 
now that all subsidies must cease, and 
that the railways must become self-sup- 
porting at the earliest possible moment. 
That is an admirable decision—but let 
¥ 1 the Irish taxpayer shout until he 
hears the rest of the story. The date at 
which the railways must begin to be self- 
supporting is fixed as the last day of 
June, 1921. “ Equilibrium” ig to be re- 
stored by such a general raising of pas- 
senger’ fares, goods rates, and other 
charges as will wipe out the deficit which 
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ment contemplates a startling evasion of 
its obligation to the Irish people. That 
obligation, though not legal, is simple, 


"clear, and binding by every principle of 


honour. The Trish railways were to. be 
restored to their owners in August, 1921, 
in the same financial condition in which 
they were taken under control. In other 
words, the interlude of State control was 
not to have impaired their status as pro- 
ducers of revenue. Now, as it appears—we 
can read this document in no other way— 
the Irish people are required to do two 
things. In the first place, they are asked 
to pay such-ingreased railway charges 
during the next twelve months as will 
extinguish a deficit of some £2,750,000. 
In the next place, after that deficit has 
been extinguished, they will be asked to 
continue to pay the vast wages bills with | 
which the State’s action has burdened the 
Irish railways since 1916. Apart” from 
their flagrant injustice, these proposals are 
utterly impracticable. We do not believe 
that even the great English railways will 
be able to stand the proposed strain, and 
we regard the. Ministry’s half-promise of 
reduced charges after next June as an 
insult to British intelligence. Already 
the increased cost of travelling is crippling 
the English railways, and it is very doubt- 
ful whether the camel's back will be able 
to endure another straw. The Irish rail- 
ways are comparatively small concerns, 
and outside North-East Ulster the country 
has few industries. The proposed tax of 
£2,750,000 in twelve months would fall 
mainly on Irish agriculture, and one of 
two things must happen. Either the rail- 
ways will be boycotted altogether, to the 
ruin of their stockholders, or the cost of 
food will soar out of common reach. The 
Government’s apparent intention to saddle 
the Irish railways permanently with the 
huge wages bills of the last few years is 
equally astonishing an/ indefensible. The 
Irish people never were consulted about 
them and cannot afford to pay them. If 
they are to be maintained at this country’s 
cost, no Irish railway will be able to pay 
another dividend. It is almost incredible 
that the Government proposes to crush 
Trish prosperity by a glaring breach of 
faith, but what other meaning does the 
Ministry of Transport's statement carry? 
Obviously, a complete and plain Account 
of the Government's plans for the Irish 
railways must be exacted from it without 
further delay. If next Puesday’s pro- 
ceedings in London leave us still in the 
dark, the whole Irish representation én 
the House of Commons must take the 
matter in hand.

Amritsar. 


Yesterday, in the House of Commons, 
the curtain fell on the tragedy of Amrit- 
sar. Brigadier-General Dyer, the officer 
responsible for the shooting on the mob 
in the Jallianwala Bagh, has been con- 
demned in turn by the Hunter Commis- 
sion, the Government of India, dnd the 
Army Council, and now the British Par- 
liament has repudiated “his action on that 
fateful day. The affair is still fresh in 
the public memory. The Punjab was 
seething with seditich and unrest. Overt 
acts of rebellion had been committed, and 
another Mutiny seemed to be in sight. 
Amritsar was the centre of disturbance. 
Here a brutal attack was made on an 
English lady ‘by an Indian mob, and the 
civil authorities placed the conduct olf 
affairs in the hands of General Dyer. On 
April 13th, 1919, a crowd of some 20,000 
natives collected in the Jallianwala Bagh, 
outside the town. It was unarmed, but 
its demeanour was threatening, and meet- 
ings had been proclaimed. General Dyer 
was faced with a crisis in which he was 
forced to act at once. Rightly or wrongly, 
he believed that the future of India de 
pended on his decision. He gave the 
order to fire, and four hundred persons 
were killed. Anglo-Indian opinion was 
almost umanimous in support of the 
General’s action. Sir Michael O'Dwyer, 
Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab, 
gave his unqualified approval, and the 
Roman Catholic Archbishop of Simla, 
in a letter to The Times, declared 
that General Dyer had saved India 
for the British Raj. For the moment 
the matter ended, and General Dyer was 
given command on active service in the 
field. Subsequently, however, an inquiry 
was held, and it became evident that the 
General's action could not be endorsed 
either by the Indian or the British 
Government. He was guilty of “an error 
of judgment."’ He had exposed the Army 
in India to charges of “ terrorism,” and, 
despite his faithful service of four and 
thirty years in the country, had acted 
without discretion and lost his nerve. Mr. 
Montagu yesterday declared that General 
Dyer’s policy was a mjxture of “ terrorism, 
racial humiliation, and frightfulness.”” Mr. 
Churchill was equally stern in his con- 
demnation. General Dyer’s military career 
has come to an end. The Commander-in- 
Chief in India has informed him that he 
will be given no further appointment in 
that country. The Army Council has re- 
fused to offer him employment. outside 
India, and now he has been placed on 
half-pay, pending his retirement eighteen 
months hence, 

That General Dyer is a victim of cir- 
cumstance there can be no doubt. Although 
no humane or healthy-minded man can 
attempt to justify his notorious “ crawling 
order” at Amritsar, the stubborn honesty 
of his purpose is generally recognised. 
As an Indian officer of long standing, he 
must have known the almost inevitable 
consequences of his order to fire. In a 
sense, therefore, he may be said to have 
sacrificed himself to what he considered 
to be his “dirty” duty. It must be ad- 
mitted that by his action at Amritsar he 
did much to prejudice policy of con- 
ciliation which His Majesty’s Government 
is pursting towards the Indian people.

€ The Miners’ Challenge. 


The miners, it is clear, are spoiling for 
a fight., At the conference in Leamington 
this week they have threatened to employ 


+ the strike weapon on no less than three 


separate issues. The first of these is the 
question of wages. They demand a flat 
increase of 2s. a day for workers over 
eighteen, and 1s. for boys under that age. 
With this demand Mr. Smillie and his 
colleagues couple the claim that the 
Government shall reduce the price of 
domestic coal by 14s. 2d. a ton, Accord- 
ing to their own estimate, this re- 
duction would cost £36,000,000, and 
“he incpease in ~ their own wages 
would absorb nearly £30,000,000 per 
annum. On that basis the 46,000,000 
inhabitants of the United Kingdom would 
receive about 15s. per head per annum, 
and the miners and their families would 
divide £30,000,000. An arrangement of 
this kind, despite its unfairness, would 
be welcomed by consumers, but, unfortu- 
nately, the profits which the miners want 
to share with them do not exist. Accord- 
ing to a statement issued recently by the 
Coal Mines Department, the net profits 
earned by the industry during the first 
three months of this year were at the 
rate of 234,900,000 per annum. In the 
middle of March .the miners’ wages 
were advanced by an amount equal 
to about £30,000,000 a year, and 
at the same time the price of coal 
was increased to mbet the higher wages 
bill and make the industry self-support. 
ing. It is clear from these figures that 
the Government must meet the present 
demand for higher wages with a flat re- 
fusal. The second subject upon which the 
miners have decided to create trouble is the 
Mines Bill; and, finally, the Federation 
expressed its readiness to,“‘down tools” 
in favour of the withdrawal of the “Army 
of Occupation’’ from Ireland. The miners, 
apparently, are determined to force a 
struggle, and the country must be pre- 
pared to fight them resolutely.

The discussion of the Amritsar affair 
began at question time in the House of 
Commons. Lord Curzon asked if General 
Dyer would be tried. Mr. Churchill said 


position had no right to demand a court- 
martial. Sir Edward Carson then asked 
if there was any way in which, after 
twenty-four years’ service, he could 
have a fair trial. But Mr. Churchill said 
that it would be more jconvenient to leave 
that matter to be dealt with in debate. 

Rather to the surprise of some mem- 
bers, Mr. Montagu opened the discussion, 
without waiting for the attack upon him 
to be developed. I doubt whether this 
was altogether wise, and I am quite cer- 
tain that the hectoring twae that he 
adopted in dealing with the views of his 
opponents was a great mistake. Speaking 
with extraordinary passion, he tried to 
convince the House that the whole issue 
was whether we were to govern India by 
methods of “ frightfulness,”’ or take the 
Indian people into “partnership.’’ The 
Labour Party ana: some of the Liberals 
cheered his purple passages, but I think 
that there was an uneasy feeling among 
some of them that a case needing the su 
port of so much sound and fury waht 
not be so strong as they had supposed. i 

Sir Edward Carson probed the weak 
points in Mr. Montagu’s armour. How 
was it that General Dyer, who had done 
all ‘these dreadful things, had had his 
coliduct approved by all the authorities 
on the spot, had been employed on other 
responsible duties immediately after the 
Amritsar affair, had been thanked by 
native communities for having saved ‘the 
situation, and only after many montis, 
during which an agitation had sprung up, 
had been arraigned for his action? How 
was it, also, that during all these months 
Mr. Montagu himself, although he was 
in constant communication with the 
Government of India, and had seen Sir 
Michael O’Dwyer on several. occasions, re- 
mained ignorant of the incidents that he 
now condemned? If men were to be 
punished for errors of judgment, how 
many right hon. gentlemen would be 
sitting on the Treasury Bench? To break: 
a man in these circumstances was un-Eng- 
lish. Loud and prolonged cheers greeted 
the conclusion of a speech which had held 
the House in rapt attention throughout. 

Mr. Asquith summed up the case 
against General Dyer in very few words. 
Quoting Sir E. Carson’s argument about 
General Dyer’s not having a fair trial, 
he declared that to use such terms in the 
circumstates detailed was an abuse of 
language. To ask the House of Commons 
to reverse the decision of the Cabinet was 
to ask it to assume responsibility for one 
of the greatest outrages in the whole of 
our history. _Mr. Asquith’s advice to all 
his friends alongside and behind him was 
to support the action of the Government 
in this matter. . 

The Duke of York made his first ap- 
pearance in the House of Commons to-day, 
ee nde | the usual Royal seat over the 
clock. e Peers’ Gallery was well filled, 
and incfhded several ex-Indian Governors, 
among them being Lords Islington, Pent- 
land, and MacDonnell. Other “interested 
spectators were Lord Sinha, Under- 
Secretary of State for India, and Lord 
Sheffield, Mr. Montagn’s father-in-law. 

Irish questions in the House of Com- 
mons to-day were not numerous, or, for 
the most part, important. In reply to 
Mr. Asquith, however, Mr. Bonar Law 
stated that the Government were taking all 
possible steps to prevent disturbances on 
the “Twelfth,’’ and believed that they 
would have the co-operation of all well- 
disposed citizens. In Londonderry, for 
example, the Citizens’ Committee, com- 
posed of members of both parties, had 
agreed that there should be no demon- 
strations on that day. 

Mr. Denis Henry had previously stated 
that 63,000 permits to carry arms had 
been issued in Ireland, and that of these 
298 were held by citizens of Londonderry. 
Asked by Colonel Ashley whether the 
Government proposed té continue giving | 
financial grants to ptblic bodies in Ire- 
land who flew the Republican flag on 
their buildings, the Attorney-General re- 
plied that the grants were regulated by 
Statute, but that it was open to the 
Government to refuse loans for housing, 
ete. Colonel Ashley was not satisfied, and 
expressed the view that Imperial grants 
should be withheld from bodies that did 
not- acknowledge the authority of the Im- 
perial Parliament. No reply was given 
to Mr. Coote’s inquiry whether, in view 
of the reduction of the police force in 
Ulster, the local authorities would be 
allowed to enrol special constables. 

Once again the Miners’ Federation, 

under the lead of Mr. Smillie, are out for 
“direct action,” and they will try to in- 
duce the Trade Unions’ Confederation to 
bring about a general strike in order to 
compel the removal of troops from Ire- 
land. It is possible that the trade unions 
will not take the same line, but in any 
event the threat is a serious one. and, if 
persisted in, will compel the Government 
to take action. Probably Mr. Smillie 
realises that a general strike on such 
grounds would really amount to a declara.- 
tion of civil war, since it would place the 
workers in direct antagonism to the forces 
of law and order. Mr, Lloyd George 
would certainly take up such a challence 
as he did in the railway strike, and he 
would have the support of maitions cf 
citizens. 
_ Germany is still a great military power 
if men and arms are taken into considera. 
tion; for a country with a million men, 
two million rifles, and considerable nam- 
bers of machine guns, trench mortars, and 
artillery, is in a condition to wage war at 
any moment on land. At the same time 
Germany no longer controls any sea, nor 
apparently has she the money to go to war 
with. The facts, however, are sufficiently 
striking to warrant the “cold shivers ”’ 
expression of Mr. Lloyd George, and go a 
— way to justify the apprehensions so 
freely expressed in France. It is evident 
to the most simple intelligenco that the 
Allies can do nothing but take up a very 
strong attitude on this question. Ger- 
many is still held by the militarist party, 
a party supported by armies greater than 
those now maintained by the victors in 
the great war. If Germany will not dis- 
arm without pressure, then pressure must 
ve applied. This was the feeling here to- 
day, where the relations have given rise to 
unpleasant feelings. 


ARRANGEMENTS FOR TO-DAY. 
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PHOTOGRAPHS. 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
BERLIN, Jury 2. 
The number of complaints which I have heart 
of late on the subject of ennoyance about pass- 
ports leads me to think that a few words of ad- 
vice may save prospective visitors a considerable 

amount of time and trouble. 

Needless to say, every visitor to Germany re- 
quires a British passport. This is issued by the 
British Foreign Office or its representative in 
varicus parts of the country’ Where such have 
been appointed. This necessitates, as a matter 
of course, the usual formalities associated with 
officialdom, but, apart from the fact that it is 
very tedious, exasperating, and unbusinesslike, 
the wholé process is plain sailing. One must, of 
course, show that one has serious reasons for 
wishing to travel, but to the business man with 
a few letters from the firm which he represents 
this will present no difficulties. The chief things 
are to show that one knows exactly what one 
wants, can ask for it in very few words, and, 
above all, is trying no “short cuts. By this | 
mean that one does not try to prove to the 
authorities that a certain formality prescribed 
is, in the case in question, “ not necessary.” 
The person who turns up at the passport offices 
all over the Continent with this well-worn story 
can be counted daily at any office in scores. 
The passport officials who, after all, do get to 
know the procedure in time, are irritated be- 
yond all measure to hear the old story trotted 
out with wearisome regularity. 

For the purpose of obtaining @ passport 
several photographs are necessary. A vaet 
amount of time aad annoyance is ‘saved by the 
foreign traveller who procures, say, three dozen 
passport photographs at the outset. The spare 
photographs should be put in an envelope, anil 
Sean with the passport, fastened to it by a 
paper clip. The purpose of these photographs 
will be explained iater. 

The next thing which the traveller must ce- 
cide clearly is exactly what he wants to do, 
where he wants to go, and by what route. [n- 
credible as it may seem, a very great number of 
people appear astonished when the passport 
official asks briskly by what route the traveller 
wants to go—say, to Germany. It makes all 
the difference whether one elects to travel to 
Hamburg by eteamer, through Holland, or 
through Belgium, via Ostend, or ria Paris, etc. 
One should ask for the wording to be made as 
wide as possible. It takes no Jonger to endorse 
om a passport “ Germany, ria France, Belgium, 
aod Holland,” than simply to say, “to Ger. 
many.” The difference is that, if one hasxouly 
the latter endorsement, one must go to the 
British Consul at every capital city (Paris, 
Brussels, etc.), to get a further endoreement. 
This wastes much time, and costs coneular fees. 
Hence ‘the endorsement obtained in Greate 
Britain should include all the countries which 
the traveller intends to pass through or might 
coreivably visit. 

The second thing of importance with tha 
British authorities is to get the pass endorsed, 
if possible, for “return to Great Britain.” It 
will then be unnecessary to visit the British 
Consuls abroad at all. 

If the objective of the traveller is Germanr, 
the second stage now begins. Irrespective of 
the route to be followed, the traveller goes to 
the German Embassy. It is tactful to remem- 
ber that Germany has so few ways of exercising 
authority to-day that there is apt to be an air 
in German Consulates and Embassies of holding 
up the applicant—just by way of hinting that, 
whatever the allied countries can do by means 
of the Peace Treaty, Germany is at leart ablo 
to decide whom she -will receive as guests, 
Hence a careful politeness is here well in place. 
It is not difficult to obtain from the German 
authorities the endorsement, “ Hin und Zurich" 
—that is, to go and return, In fact, all passes 
take this form, and permission is only granted 
for a limited period, say, one month. As a pre 
eaution one is advised to make the period sa 
long as possible. If this is done, an extremely 
objectionable procedure is avoided in Berlin, for 
on arrival inside Germany one must—absolute!y 
must—at once report to the police. 

No one will draw attention to this formality,\ 
which is in itself extremely simple; but, if it id) 
neglected, it leads to serious inconveniencey 
when one wants to leave Germany. If one hag 
neglected to get permission from the Germaú ' 


Germany, or if one has stayed beyond the time 
allowed by the endorsement, one has to go te 
the headquarters of police in Alexanderplatz. 
Besides the great delay, this formality is very 
unpleasant. If one should intend to exceed ths 
time limit mentioned on the endorsement, ons 
should go to the Passtelle Behrensstrasse, Berlin, 
for an extension. Thus, to leave the country 
one needs either the endorsement obtamed in 
Great Britain or one must go to the Chief of 
Police, Alexanderplatz, Berlin. Both in regis 
tering on arrival and on applying for permis 
sion to leave Germany one is asked for nume- 
rous photographs. It is alsoextremely importans 
to know that in ell the other countries one passes 
through, unless one goes straight through in the 
train, one is obliged to go to the police. If one 
neglects this, one may be held up at the fron- 
tier, and, even if not eent back to the capital 
to make good the neglect, one may et least 
miss a train and be put to considerable cx- 
pense. 

If one is not going to Germany as a final 
destination, but to one of the other Continental 
countries, the same remarks in the main apply. 
Some consulates hesitate to give permission to 
return after visiting the country, but usually a 
polite pressure will get the endorsement mada 
as required. In any case, one must have a 
great supply of photographs, as these are ais 
ways wanted for police or consulate. For cer- 
tain countries permission is only granted if one 
has letters from busimess firms in the country 
which one wishes to visit, and can show by 
these letters that one is required there by the 
local firm. Every business man, however, can 
easily arrange this.

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THE PRICES OF MEAT. 
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EFFECT OF DECONTROL IN 
DUBLIN. 


CHEAPER RATES YESTERDAY, 

The anticipated rise in the prices of meat, so 
far as yesterday's cattle market in Dublin is 
concerned, following on decontrol, did not take 
place. There was a surprisingly large market 
of stock, there being an imcrease in the number 
of cattle of 1,333 and in the number of sheep of 
1,959 more than last week. The cross-Channel 
buyers were present, jn large numbers, and the 
home buying im were also well repre- 
sented, but there was not the same keen in- 
terest displayed in purchasing as was evidenced 
at last week’s market. As a matter of fact, 
much caution was exercised by buyers, and there 
was manifested a desire on their pert to hold 
out strongly for a reduetion in price. e supn- 
plies were more than adequate, and as a result 
prices fell. Cattle were from £4 to £10 each 
lower than last week, and this would represent 
Ss. to 8s. and 10s. per cwt. less. Business was 
also dull in the sheep market, and many pens 
were not even handled or bid for. The markes 
was 5s. r head worse for sheep in the main 
on saleable basis. The main effect of yester- 
day’s business is that no rise in the prices of 
meat may be expected for the present. It was 
generally anticipated from statements appeur- 
ing in the newspapers that increased prices 
were inevitable, but the consequence of vester- 
day’s fall in the price of cattle is that such nerd 
not be expected, for the present at eny rate. 


OUR EXPANDING TKADE, 
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IMPORTANT FIGURES FOR JUNF. 
The Board of Trade figures deaiing with our 
foreign trade for June, though not relatiyely 
quite so good as those for May, yet make an 
encouraging showing. Imports rose by over 
47; millions to nearly 170; millions, while ex- 
ports at over 116} millions were 51} millions 
higher. For the half-year imports heve ad- 
vanced 316} milliens to over 1,053; millions, as 
pared with the first six months of 1919, 
while exports at 637, millions are 302} millions 
up.

ARMY COUNCIL’S ORDER

The despatch 
that had been published was drawn up by a 
Cabinet Commitiee and approved by the whole 
Cabinet. Every separate body, civil and mili- 
tary, charged with the consideration of this 
lamentable affair had, generally speaking, come 
to the same conclusion. The question before 
the House was whether they would endorse the 
deciston of the Government, the Hunter Com- 
mission, the Commander-in-Chief in India, the 
Government of India, and the Army Council, or 
whether they would dissent from that decision. 
If an officer, no matter how gallant his record— 
and everybody knew how gallant General Dyer’s 
record was—justified his conduct by saying that 
there was no question of undue severity, that 
if his means had been greater the casualties 
would have been greater, and that his. motive 
was to teach a moral lesson to the whole of the. 
Punjab, then he (Mr. Montagu) said without 
hesitation that that was the doctrine of 
terrorism. (Cheers.) If they agreed to that 
they justified everything that General Dyer had 
done. If they passed an order that all Indians 
must crawl past a particular, place, and must 
salaam to any officer of His Majesty, they were 
enforcing racial humiliation. (Hear hear.) 
TERRORISM OR GOOD-WILL.

MR. ASQUITH. 


Mr. Asquith eaid that he had heard so much 
sound and excellent doctrine from the Treasury 
Bench, with an occasional] deviation by the War 
Secretary, that he should content himself 
wh a few brief observations. The issue 
had been reduced to a very narrow point. He 
assumed that they had heard from such a con- 
summate advocate as Sir Edward Carson the 
full strength of the case that could be made 
against the Government position. The right 
hon. gentleman had not attempted to justify 
General Dyer’s action. He made no attempt-to 
meet the points just submitted by Mr. Churchill. 
He only suggested general allegations of hard- 
ship and greivance. To say that General Dyer 
had not had a fair trial and hearing was an 
abuse of language. On the merits, he heard 
nothing from Sir Edward Carson which in any 
way impugned the justice and correctness of 
the decision. The case was as simple as had 
ever been presented to the House. 

THE CIVIL AUTHORITIES’ ERROR. 

It was deeply to be deplored and reprehended 
that the civil authorities at Amritsar abrogate 
their functions, and handed over something in 
the nature of carte blanche to General Dyer. 
Civil authorities who did that when such a 
situation arose were guilty of “ gross dereliction 
of duty.” 1t they had taken a proper sense 
of their duty, and supervised the military opera- 
tions, it was quite possible that this terrible 
incident might never have occurred. Without 
in any way pailiating the terrible error of 
judgment which General Dyer committed, it 
was only fair tq say that he had not the 
advantage, which he was entitled to, of the 
assistance of the civil authority. There had 
never been such an incident before in the annals 
of the Empire, and to ask the House to reverse 
a consi decision, given after hearing 
Geueral Dyer’s own version, and upon no new 
facta, would be not. only to hy in the fuce of 
the rules of common sense the practice of 
all civilised judicial tribunals, but it would be 
something much worse; it would be asking the 
House to take on itself, on behalf of the 
Britash Empire as a whole, the responsibility of 
condoning and adopting one of the RE! 
outrages in the whole of its history. (Cheers.) 
So far as he had any influence, he asked his 
hon. friends to heartily support the Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Spoor condemned the action of Generdl 
Dyer, and was called to order for trying to 
address the Indians present in the gallery. He 
moved the reduction of the vote by £100, to 
mark his disapproval of the policy of the 
Government in India.
